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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to Applicant's assertions, on Page 4 of 
Remarks, regarding the combinability of Ando and Wiatrowski et. al, Ando does in fact disclose the use of multiple frequencies (Column 
8 Lines 37-42). Contrary to Applicant's assertions, on Page 5, regarding Fig. 2A of Wiatrowski et. al., said figure discloses the cyclical 
scanning of two types of channels (priority and non-priority) with unequal duty cycles (25% for priority and 75% for non-priority), and so 
the duty cycle for non-priority scanning is greater than the duty cycle for priority scanning. Contrary to Applicant's assertion, on Page 6, 
regarding Claim 2, Wiatrowski et al. does not state that different squelch rules must be assigned to the same frequency, rather, only that 
this is possible. Contrary to Applicant's assertion, on Page 7, Wiatrowski et. al. does disclose a searching means which involves 
switching demodulation methods when switching radio frequencies because the receiver must be able to demodulate a signal on a given 
channel according to that channel's assigned modulation type (see the table in Column 9). 
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
